1 . Claims 1 , 3- 1 5 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Ingram (5,866,177) discloses an apparatus for compression molding plastic articles, 
comprising a rotary base a first set of actuators, a second of actuators, a linear beating guiding 
the upper actuators to move the mold blocks or tool holder along the slide shaft, carrying an 
array of mold cores. 

However, Ingram fails to disclose a that the linear bearing includes a rail, a track and a 
plurality of balls carried by block and arc partially received by the track.
